PART OF THE FRENCH 
DEBT

Paris, Aug. 9 . 
Georges Clemen- 
reau, dean of 
French 
statesmen, 
has stirred the nation hy his open 
letter 
to 
President 
Coolidge, 
In 
which he asked for toleration on the 
part of the French debt, declaring 
that France was "not for sale,” and 
would not sacrifice freedom for the 
payment of debts. 
"The letter is really a manifesto 
to America.” today's Petite Journal 
said. 
“ He has broken his six years’ 
sib-nee not to Interfere In a domestic 
squabble, but to speak of France’s 
interests to the American people.” 
The Journal Des DeHats in a lead­ 
ing editoral said that "Clemenceau 
desired merely to throw light on all 
aspects of the problems of debts.” 
The Clemenceau letter was w rit­ 
ten by the 8 5-year-old "T iger” from 
his seaside home in Vendee. 
It fol­ 
lows: 
"Mr. President: 
There has aria 
en between three great 
countries, 
allied and associated powers of the 
war, differences of opinion regarding 
the settlement of accounts, which 
threaten seriously to affect the fu 
ture of the civ ilized world. 
"Ev erywhere technicians of 
fin­ 
ance and diplomacy are at work. 
A 
technician is often a man who likes 
to isolate a problem from those in 
the co-ordination of which he is en­ 
gaged. 
“ All things are linked in public 
affairs, nnd he who seeks to remain 
exclusiv ely in his domain 
exposes 
himself to discov er too late that he 
is ov erwhelmed. 
"Between the United States and 
England, 
between 
England 
and 
France, between France 
and 
the 
United States the same 
questions 
exist in identical form and 
I 
see 
that solutions tried out or prepara­ 
tions for solution hav e nqt created 
the proper state of mind In the in­ 
terested countries. 
“ We are debtors; you are credit 
ors. 
It would seem that it is purely 
a question of the cash register. 
“ Are there not other considers 
tions to take into account? 
"The European policy of England 
has consisted so far in holding in 
check peoples of the continent and 
lining them up one against the other 
for the proper moment of interv en 
tion. 
"I am confident that the eyes of 
the man in the street are opening 
that he is seeing more clearly today 
“ It is to America that the anxiety 
of France is principally turned. 
"You press 
for 
payment. 
The 
debt is not a debt of commerce, but 
a debt of war, and you know, as do 
we, that our cofTers are empty. 
"Under such circumstances a deb 
tor signs notes. 
Also th a t Is what 
you ask of us. 
Yet again must we 
believ e in a cash settlement on the 
day fixed. 
But the secret of the 
comedy Is that the question here is 
only of fictitious m aturities to ar 
range a loan w-ith safe mortgages on 
our territory, like Turkey. 
"If that, Mr. President, is neces 
sary. I frankly tell you that we can 
nev er accept. 
France is not for 
sale, ev en to her friends. 
We in­ 
herited her independent and inde­ 
pendent we will leav e 
her. 
Ask 
yourself after President Monroe if 
you seek any other fate for the Am­ 
erican continent.”

CLEMENCEAU 
STIRS FRENCH

DEAN OF FRENCH STATESMEN 
WRITES OPEN LETTER TO 
PRES. COOLIDGE 


ASKS FOR TOLERATION ON THE 
PART OF THE FRENCH 
DEBT

Paris. Aug. 9.— Georges Clemen- 
ceau, dean of 
French 
statesmen, 
has stirred the nation by his open 
letter 
to 
President 
Coolidge, 
In 
which he asked for toleration on the 
part of the French debt, declaring 
that France was "not for sale," and 
would not sacrifice freedom for the 
payment of debts. 
"The letter is really a manifesto 
to America," today’s Petite Journal 
said. 
"He has broken his six years’ 
silence not to interfere in a domestic 
squabble, but to speak of France's 
interests to the American people." 
The Journal Des DeBats in a lead 
ing editoral said that "Clemenceau 
desired merely to throw light on all 
aspects of the problems of debts.” 
The Clemenceau letter was writ 
ten by the 85-year-old "Tiger" from 
his seaside home in Vendee. 
It fol­ 
lows: 
"Mr. President: 
There has aris­ 
en between three great 
countries, 
allied and associated powers of the 
war, differences of opinion regarding 
the settlement of accounts, which 
threaten seriously to affect the fu­ 
ture of the civilized world. 
"Everywhere technicians of 
fin­ 
ance and diplomacy are at work. 
A 
technician is often a man who likes 
to isolate a problem from those In 
the co-ordination of which he is en­ 
gaged. 
“All things are linked in public 
affairs, and he who seeks to remain 
exclusively in his domain 
exposes 
himself to discover too late that he 
is overwhelmed. 
"Between the United States and 
England, 
between 
England 
and 
France, between France 
and 
the 
United States the same 
questions 
exist in identical form and I 
see 
that solutions tried out or prepara­ 
tions for solution have nqt created 
the proper state of mind ijn ihie in­ 
terested countries. 
"We are debtors; you are credit­ 
ors. 
It would seem that it is purely 
a question of the cash register. 
"Are there not other considera­ 
tions to take into account? 
"The European policy of England 
has consisted so far in holding In 
check peoples of the continent and 
lining them up one against the other 
for the proper moment of interven­ 
tion. 
"I am confident that the eyes of 
the man in the street are opening, 
that he is seeing more clearly today. 
"It is to America that the anxiety 
of France is principally turned. 
"You press for payment. 
The 
debt is not a debt of commerce, but 
a debt of war, and you know, as do 
we, that our coffers are empty. 
"Under such circumstances a deb­ 
tor signs notes. 
Also that is what 
you ask of us. 
Yet again must we 
believe in a cash settlement on the 
day fixed. 
But the secret of the 
comedy Is that the question here is 
only of fictitious maturities to ar­ 
range a loan with safe mortgages on 
our territory, like Turkey. 
"If that, Mr. President, is neces­ 
sary, I frankly tell you that we can 
never accept. 
France is not for 
sale, even to her friends. 
We in­ 
herited her independent and inde­ 
pendent we will leave 
her. 
Ask 
yourself after President Monroe if 
you seek any other fate for the Am­ 
erican continent.”

in u 'v idu al. 
The ten den cy of all in du stry , he say s, is to pay low 
wages an d low salaries, cities boastin g of low wages as an in du ce­ 
men t for man u factu rers to locate their plan ts there. 
Mr. Steere’s policy reads mu ch as if it might be a leaf from 
the n otebook in which Hen ry Ford jots down his bu sin ess philoso­ 
phies. 
In the latter gen tleman ’s case it has had practical appli­ 
cation , an d n obody is ready to qu estion its su ccess. A few* y ears 
ago Mr. Ford startled the man u factu rers with his min imu m wage 
ol $5 per day . The fact that the min imu m has been raised mate­ 
rially sin ce that time is proof that the in n ov ation brou ght su ccess 
to the u n iqu e employ er. 
“1 he low w*age fallacy ,” Mr. Steere say s, “has don e more to 
in terfere with real prosperity than the other so-called cau ses pu t 
together. 
In du stry is begin n in g to realize that the effort of all 
man agemen t shou ld be so to organ ize their own particu lar in ­ 
du stry that the highest possible in come cou ld be paid ev ery em­ 
ploy e. Not from altru istic motiv es, bu t for the pu rpose of in creas­ 
in g the pu rchasin g power of the in div idu al, as a grou p.” 
There is repu diation of Socialism or sen timen t in this policy . 
It is jet down as hard-boiled sen se. Perhaps we are en terin g an 
era of better u n derstan din g of the econ omic an d bu sin ess rela­ 
tion s of employ er an d employ e; that in stead of organ ized effort 
to pay the lowest possible wage there will be fran k en deav or to 
raise the stan dard, to the ben efit of all.

New York, Aug. 9. 
Amsterdam Is planning to erect the most ornate 
plant that ever has been built for the comfort and convenience of Olympic 
athletes and spectators. 
The United Press has been favored with a drawing of the stadium 
through the courtesy of (J. van Hossem, general secretary of the Nederlandsch 
Olympiad! Comite, which is to act as the host of the world’s greatest ath­ 
letes who will compete in the 1928 games. 
Although tile program and the dates have not been decided upon by the 
International Olympic Committee, the Holland officials have gone ahead with 
their financial arrangements and have funds sufficient to erect a plant they 
feel will be the last looking and the most comfortable that ever has been 
wed for the Olympic games. 
The drawing shows a most extensive and expansive layout and architec­ 
tural style equalled only by the tiny stadium at Antwerp, which may have 
had home shortcomings hut certainly lacked nothing In beauty. 
Plans have been drawn for a huge stadium for the track and 
field games, 
a big pool for aquatic event®, a field for polo and the equestrian games, a 
arg* field for cricket arui football, a track for the cycling races, a large 
tennis plant and a village for the athletes. 
Near the plant Is also a course 
for rowing and yachting. 
In Paris the games were spread all over and all around the city but 
Amsterdam has decided upon having tile entire program conducted practic- 
illy under one roof, a great convenience alike to trainers, athletes and spec­ 
tators.

This offer, of course, appealed to some of the less 
wealthy foreign nations hut complaint was made that it flavored of profes 
sionalism and that Holland deserved at least the courtesy of an attempt to 
organize the games. 
“You don’t know those Dutch people,” a prominent member of the com 
•nittee said. 
“They don’t make much noise when they’re doing things but 
they do them and do them right.” 
As far as advance arrangements are concerned, the Dutch surely plan 
to do it right and no doubt will do it.
